You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Town on Tuesday, the 14th day of March next, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

Article No. 1. To choose all necessary officers for the en- 
suing year. 

Article No.2. Toraise such sums of money as may be deemed 
neccessary for the support of schools, for the maintainance of the 
poor, for laying out and repairing highways, building and repairing 
bridges, and for necessary charges arising within the town. 

Article No. 3. To see if the town will vote to make a five per 
cent discount on all taxes paid on or before July 15th, 1905. 

Article No. 4. To’see if the town will vote thé use of the 
Town Hall to the different societies in said town for expenses. 

Article No. 5. Toseeif the town will vote to let the Select- 
men deliver the inventory blanks at the time of taking the inven- 
tory. 

Article No. 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of money necessary to secure state aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways, under the law passed at 
the January session, 1905. 

Article No. 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into a contract for hydrant service for the Vil- 
lage of Charlestown for a term not exceeding ten years. 

Article No. 8. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 

By agreement between Town officers the business of the day 
will be taken up at eleven (11) o’clock A. M. and the poles will be 
closed at three (3) o’clock P. M. if no objection is made.

_ The following report for the library year, ending 
February 1, 1905, is respectfully submitted: 

7,406 books have been loaned, an average of 71 per 
day for the 103 library days of the year. 80 new bor- 
rower’s cards have been given out, making 1242, the 
whole number issued. 

159 volumes have been added. Of these 94 were 
purchased by the book committee, 50 given by Geo O 
Putnam, 7 by the government, 7 by the state and one by 
J A Bridge. 

$17.65 in fines has been collected. The reading 
room is supplied with Harper’s, Scribner’s, McClure’s, 
Outlook, The World’s Work, Success and Outing.

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_ Superintendent’s Report. - 


‘veg THE ‘ScHooL BoaRD OF THE SCHOOL Disrrict ‘OF 
. THE Town OF CHARLESTOWN : 


“Gentlemen: In accordance with the rules adopted 
by you, I herewith present to you my first annual report. 


The work of your superintendent for the nine months 
that he has labored in your schools has been directed 
toward obtaining an acquaintance with those conditions 
in the district that have a bearing on the schools, the at- 
tainments of the pupils, the methods and substance of 
the teaching, present and past, and such other things as 
‘seem necessary for an intelligent administration of the 
schools. This report will, therefore, be taken up largely 
with a brief discussion of those conditions with one’ or 
two suggestions as to the work of the coming year. 


_ Tue Prant. The plant, which includes the build- 
ings and their appurtenances, maps, books and general 
supplies, is in a very good condition, with one or two ex- 
ceptions noted elsewhere. I especially commend the 
buildings at North Charlestown, Charlestown and South 
Charlestown as being above the average of those found in 
similar New Hampshire villages. The school building 
in the Hill neighborhood is the only one I should con- 
demn and I believe that you, together with the majority 
of the citizens of the district, will agree with me in_ say- 
ing that it is totally unfit to be used for school purposes. 


The books in use are in very good condition and for 
the larger part are satisfactory. New reading material is 
being added and some change can well be made in the 
texts used in one or two other subjects. Anaccount has 
been taken of all books owned by the district and each 
book has been numbered so that the district may know 
at any time what books it possesses, how long they have 
been in use, what they cost and where they are. Of the 
maps and similar material very little use seems to have 
been made... We are, however, attempting to make more 
use of these mechanical helps that the district has so 
generously provided. 7 

THE TEAcHERS. The teachers have labored faith- 
fully and willingly, I believe, to perform the. work re- 
quired of them. They have for the larger part entered 
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heartily and earnestly into the changes brought about by 
the employment of a superintendent and with a contin- 
uation of feelings of mutual confidence and good will we 
may expect good work in the school room. Four teach- 


ers’ meetings have been held during this school year 
which have resulted in a certain unification of the work 
and given an opportunity for a discussion of methods and 
means. 


Tue Purits. The one thing of which I wish to 
speak under this heading is attendance. The per cent. of 
attendance for many of the schools and for the district 
as a whole is very low. For the school year ending last 
June the per cent of attendance for the pupils of the dis- 
trict was only 81, with 94 the highest and 70 the lowest. 
For one school it went as low as 57 one term and 45 one 
month. The number of cases of tardiness for the same 
period was 876 and only five pupils were neither absent 
nor tardy. These figures mean that an average of 19 
pupils out of each 100 were absent each day of the year ; 
that 44 of the pupils were absent each day out of a mem- 
bership of 237; that on an average each pupil was absent 
30 days out of the 165 or more of the year; that on an 
average each pupil was tardy 3.7 times during the year. It 
means, too, in effect that the benefit of $19 out of each 
$100 spent by the district for the maintainance of its 
schools was lost. The real loss is even greater than that, 
for absences affect not only the work of the pupils absent 
but that of the entire school. Much has been done to 
improve these conditions during the present year but 
there is still vast chance for improvement. The law on 
this subject is very strict and it may be necessary to ap- 
ply its remedies before a satisfacfactory or reasonable at- 
tendance is obtained. In this connection parents are 
urgently requested to attend to the vaccination of their 
children during the vacation so that the work of the term 
may not be interrupted. | 

Hicu ScHooL. The High School question presents 
a problem of some importance and difficulty. Shall we 
attempt to maintain a full three or four years’ course, or 
continue the nondescript school of the past, teach- 
ing those subjects that the desires of the pupils, together 
with the opportunities of the teacher dictate, or shall we 
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attempt only that which we can do well and give the first 
or second years ofa regular high school course only? 
We may as well frankly admit that a town the size of 
Charlestown can not support a high school worthy of the 
name without a greater expenditure of money than would 
be justifiable or even possible. The mondescript school 
is run a great deal as an accommodation train is run, 
merely for those who wish to go short distances, carry- 
ing its passengers not nearly as comfortably and _ expedi- 
tiously as the express and offering no incentive to one to 
take a long journey. The school should adapt itself to 
the wants of the pupil who wishes to follow an extended 
course of study as well as to those of the pupil who 
wishes the shorter course, but wishes to pursue it as 
thoroughly and as expeditiously as possible, and in so 
doing it should offer its incentive to the pupil to take the 
longer course. In my opinion the plan of performing the 
work of the first year or possibly of the second also of 
such schools as those of Bellows Falls and Claremont 
satisfies these conditions. The work offers mental train- 
ing to the one who can attend school but a short time 
better than he gets in the unclassified school and at the 
same time fits him and all others for further work. It 
would be more satisfactory and cheaper to do this even 
if it became necessary to pay the tuition and conveyance 
of those few who take the advanced work. 


CENTRALIZATION. I would respectfully call your 
attention to the subject of centralization of schools as 
applied to the solution of the school problem of this dis- 
trict. Ina farming community where the homes are 
some distance apart the neighborhood schools are neces- 
sarily small and the attendance poor. As a result 
the work accomplished is to a large degree unsatis- 
factory. Better attendance, higher grade of work ac- 
complished, improved health of the pupils transported 
over those obliged to walk one or two or three miles, 
decreased expense, are among the arguments briefly 
stated, for larger, centralized schools. I commend the 
action of the Board in closing the Trapshire school and 
sending the pupils to the village. Already a great dif- 
ference can be seen in the work of those pupils. The 
plan is no longer an experiment at North Charlestown. 
Is there not an opportunity for an extension of the plan

in the Snumshire district 2? Would it not be cheaper to 
transport those children who are now providing their own 
transportation and those attending the school there to 
the village schools? Would it not be more comfortable 


for.the children and satisfactory for the parents living on 
the ‘Lovers’ Lane’ road, or even nearer the--school 
house? It would seem to me that this is a question that 
might well be discussed for the fall term or even ee the 
spring term. 3 bi 


And then it would seem ‘to me that this same. BAe 
offers a solution of the problem in the Hill district. Here 
it would probably result in no saving of money for the 
district, but the children of this neighborhood . are surely 
just as ‘deserving and should be given the same opportu- 
nities, as far as may be, as are open to the other children 
of the district. The pupils are now obliged to walk long 
distances—the attendance is very poor—they have no 
winter term, and as a result they are far behind the other 
pupils in the district, although equal in natural ability. 
It might be that they could not be brought during the 
winter term or at least that part of them could not be 
brought all the time, but even granting that, it would 
seem to me that this plan offers the most satisfactory 
and the easiest solution of a difficult problem. 


The only other solution would be to. construct a new 
building and continue a school there. Even then it would 
seem to me that. many of the. children ought, in justice, 
to be transported at the expense. of the district. Even 
with the addition of these two schools the capacity of the 
building at the village would not be overtaxed and- with 
careful supervision at the noon intermission and careful 
supervision. of the transportation the centralization. of 
these schools is a matter of easy accomplishment. 


I would:call your attention to the new Courses of 
Study which have peen introduced, giving in outline the 
work that we are attempting to do in the schools, and to 
the new Rules and Regulations adopted by you and 
printed with the Courses of Study. - And I merely men-~ 
tion the fact that there isa great need for the introduc- 
tion into our schools of the subject Drawing. It could be 
introduced at slight expense by employing the supervisor 
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of drawing in any of the surrounding towns a day or two 
a month. -Centralization would aid in the introduction 
of this subject and others which are needed. : 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of 
the courtesy shown me by the Board and citizens of the 
district and the kindly spirit with which I have been met 
by teachers and pupils. 7
